Yesterday the Legislature 
came off second best in its con- 
test with federal authorities and 
the New Orleans school board, 
with the four Negro pupils in 


school and a good number of 


white pupils in with them. The 
attendance yesterday at those 
schools was about half normal, 

Today, however, 
nouncements were broadcast by 
radio here, in the name of the 
joint legislative committee on 
segregation, saying that parents 
did not have to send their chil- 
dren to integrated schools. 

‘‘Nobody can force your chil- 
dren to mix,” the announcement 
said, with a reminder that the 
Legislature had repealed the 
compulsory school attendance 
law. 

Yesterday the crowd booed 
when the girls were taken in and 
it cheered when some of the 
white parents went in and 
brought their children out.

yet to come.” 
| In the Uphaus case, he said, 
|the abridgements of the rights 
of free speech and peaceable 
assembly, guaranteed under the 
First Amendment, were obvious. 

Uphaus went to jail after be- 
ing adjudged in contempt of the 
Merrimack county (N.H.) su- 
perior court for refusing to dis- 
close the names of guests at 
the World Fellowship summer 
camp in Conway, N.H. He was 
director of the camp. 

The minister said his refusal 
was based on the teachings of 
the Bible, the social teachings 
of the Methodist Church, which 
he said condemn guilt by asso- 
ciation, and on the First Amend- 
ment. He did not invoke the 
Fifth Amendment. 

Much Litigation. 

His imprisonment has been 
severely criticized by many 
persons and has been the sub- 
ject of much litigation. The 
Supreme Court, in a 5-to-4 deci- 
sion June 8, 1959, sustained the 
civil contempt order against 
Uphaus. 

The dissenting opinion at that 
time was written by Associate 
Justice William J. Brennan Jr., 
with the Chief Justice and Jus- 
tices Black and Douglas concur- 
ring. Justice Brennan joined the 
majority in yesterday’s ruling 
dismissing the latest appeal. 

Justice Brennan’s action was 
viewed as significant because an 
oral argument presumably would 
have been held on the Uphaus 
appeal if four members of the 
court had requested it. This is 
the usual procedure in certiorari 
cases, and court attaches said it 
probably would have applied-in 
this appeal proceeding as well. 

Justice Brennan, who frequent- 
ly has stood with Justices War- 
ren, Black and Douglas in civil 
liberties cases, issued a separate 
statement explaining his reasons 
for not joining them in request- 
ing reconsideration of the Up- 
haus matter. 

Although he remains convinced 
that the court was incorrect in 
sustaining the original civil con- 
tempt order, Justice Brennan 
said, that decision was binding 
‘on the later appeal, since no 
substantial new federal questions 
were presented. 

Basis of Dissents. 

Justices Black and Douglas 
based their dissents in part on 
a change in the New Hampshire 
law. An amendment withdrew 
the authority of the state’s Attor- 
ney General “to determine 
whether subversive persons. . , 
are presently located within’’ the 
state. 

It was this authority under 
which Uphaus had been directed 
to turn over the list of persons 
who attended the World Fellow- 
ship camp. When the law was 
amended to remove the author- 
ity, Uphaus sought release from 
jail. He was again turned down 
by New Hampshire courts and it 
was this appeal that was pend- 
ing before the Supreme Court. 

The Supreme Court majority, 
Justice Douglas said, concluded 
“that this is a ruling on local 
law only and therefore presents 
no federal question. That plainly 
would be right if this were a 
commitment for criminal con- 
tempt. . . . The expiration of a 
law normally would be no de- 
fense to violations committed 
while it was in force.

“The (tax) principle that we 
should pursue is to have the in- 
come tax treat all income avail- 
able for consumption alike,”’ the 
Harvard eConomist said.

inequality. And if these things 
were done, then | myself would 
be in favor of a reduction in the 
top bracket rates on income 
taxes.” 

Bargaining With Farmers. 

Discussing farm policy, he 
said: 

“The bargain we must now 
strike with the farmers is this— 
the United States Government 
will guarantee you a good price, 
either in the form of price sup- 
port alone or price plus a pro- 
duction payment. But you must 
accept reasonable limits on what 
you produce so that it no longer 
is necessary to buy these vast 
quantities of products.”’ 

Asked about possible Govern- 
ment controls on installment 
buying, Galbraith said, ‘‘I'm not 
sure that it’s worth the trouble.”’ 

As for possible devaluation of 
the dollar, he said, ‘‘l see no 
circumstances where this would 
be an appropriate or desirable 
or defensible policy.”

Sure Standard for Drugs,’’ has just 
reached me. In it you state: ‘Mr. 
Boyer said his company found by 
shopping ‘a significant mumber of 
stores in several cities’ that 35 per 
cent of the drugs manufactured by 


the smaller houses were sub- 
standard.” 
You are undoubtedly quoting 


from my address, “The Generic 
Fallacy,” made before the New 
Jersey Pharmaceutical Association 
on June.21, since this has been my 
only statement on our investigation. 
In this address, my words were: 
“Two of S$.K.&F.'s prescription spe- 
cialties were shopped in a statisti- 
cally significant number of stores 
in several cities, roughly half of 
the prescriptions being written for 
the brand name and half for the 
generi¢ name, When, analyzed by 
our control department, the active 
ingredient content of the so-called

Germany’s Fair Share 


The only regrettable aspect of West Ger- 
many’s decision to expand foreign aid is that 
it was made under increasing American pres- 
sure. Few defeated nations, if any, received 
so much help from their former enemies as 
did Germany from the United States. We re 
nounced reparations and occupation charges. 
And we made grants and loans without which 
the Germans would not have achieved their 
“miracle” of recovery. 

Through that recovery Germany achieved 
a favorable trade balance now running at 
about $2,000,000,000 a year, and accumulated 
a reserve of gold and foreign currencies in 
excess of $7,000,000,000. The American bal- 
ance meanwhile declined to the current an- 
nual deficit of about $4,000,000,000, There 
also has been a steady decline in American 
gold reserves.

It is a truism of sorts that gratitude is not 
expected of nations as it is of individuals. 
Governments generally are expected to follow 
national interests quite selfishly. But even 
on this level the United States has every right 
to insist that the Germans——and other Europe- 
an nations as well—take ona larger share of the 
Western burden, both the cost of military 
measures and the cost of the non-military aid 
calculated to keep under-developed nations 
out of the Communist sphere of influence. 
Self-interest demands participation by all 
Western governments according to their 
means. 


In recent years Ronn has recognized this, 
but somewhat reluctantly. It did work out a 
modest foreign aid program, but this was 
largely keyed to Germah exports and thus 
was a form of subsidy for German industry. 
To his credit, Chancellor Adenauer recently 
scolded his own people for their selfishness.

Beneficiaries will be free to spend it 
anywhere. (It is estimated that 20 to 25 per 
cent of the money will be used to purchase 
German goods. But a good many American 
foreign aid dollars came back to us in the 
same way.) Further, rates on German loans 
will be adjusted to the borrowers’ ability to 
pay. It is a question whether Germany may 
not be able to afford a somewhat larger for- 
eign aid fund, but the basic program is 
acceptable. 

Of course, it makes no provision for assum- 
ing part of the American military expense in 
Germany which is estimated to run to about 
$600,000,000 annually. A year or so ago, 
relations between London and Bonn were 
somewhat strained because of German dis- 
satisfiction about British occupation charges. 
So there may be some frank talk about mili- 
tary costs when the American representatives 
get to Bonn. Yet in view of Dr. Adenauer’s 
loyalty to the Western alliance—and especial- 
ly his growing indignation at Gen. De Gaulle’s 
policy of making France independent of NATO 
—it is to be hoped that no serious difference 
of opinion will be disclosed. 


Anderson and Dillon can take a strong 
stand. It is not likely that their basic argu- 
ments will be challenged. The discussions 
will be more like those of neighbors trying to 
work out how much each should put up for 


the purchase of, say, a power mower which 
all of them need. 


In Sunny Florida 


President-elect Kennedy is to be tcom- 
mended for his decision to call on Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon. It was a sportsmanlike gesture, 
and Mr. Nixon responded in a gracious man- 
ner. The conference may serve to heal some 
of the bitterness of the close vote, and it will 
let the world know that the United States has 
not been torn asunder by an election fight. 
Both Mr. Kennedy and Mr. Nixon know that 
there should be continuity in foreign policy, 
and this is one of the topics they may have 
discussed. 

Mr. Kennedy said after the meeting ihat 
there had been no discussion of a post for Mr. 
Nixon in the new Democratic administration. 
There is no reason to question that. It seems 
quite unlikely that Senator Kenhedy would 
offer Mr. Nixon a job, or that Mr. Nixon 
would accept it. Mr. Nixon is the titular 
head of the opposition party and if he intends 
to run for office again he could not take a po- 
sition under the Democrats. 

What probably happened, it seems to us, {s 
that Senator Kennedy, who is given to direct 
action, decided that the sooner he offered to 
shake hands with the vanquished the better 
it would be. After all, Messrs. Kennedy and 
Nixon served together in Congress for 14 
years—first in the House, then in the Senate. 
Neither obviously wanted the poor relations 
that have existed since 1952 between Presi- 
dent Eisenhower and former President Tru- 
man. And in this they showed more maturity 
than their elders. 


Inspired in Havana? 


Revolts affecting three Central American 
republics appear to have been blocked. leav- 
ing the question of what Castro’s Cuba had to 
do with them. The tentative answer from 
Guatemala, Costa Rica and Nicaragua is that 
Cuba was involved. 

For more than a month prior to the United 
States election, Cuban propagandists con- 
tended that imperialists would invade Cuba. 
Some Havana dispatches claimed a rebel army 
was being organized at Puerto Barrios in Gua- 
temala. It turns out that there was a rebel 
army at Puerto Barrios, but it rebelled against 
the Government of Guatemala. As loyal troops 
struck back, President Ydigoras charged that 
the ousted former President Arbenz had in- 
tended to return from his haven in Cuba. 

President Somoza of Nicaragua accused 
Cuba of responsibility for the abortive attack 
along his border, which spilled over into 
Costa Rica where several National Guards- 
men were killed. A spokesman for Costa Rican 
President Echandi, commenting on antagonis- 
tic Cuba broadcasts, spoke of a “co-ordinated 
plan originating in Cuba to overthrow unsym- 
pathetic governments.” 

A popular revolt unconnected with Cuba is 
conceivable in Nicaragua, where the Somozas 
have ruled for. decades, But Costa Rica is a 


progressive little democracy, and Guatemala 
is attempting social reforms to block any re- 
turn of pro-Communists. In any case, Fidel 
Castro ought to be held to his dubious claim 
that his revolution is “not for export.” The 
Central American cases should be brought be- 
fore the Organization of American States for 
prompt inquiry. 


Empty Defiance 

Few states have gone to as much trouble 
as Louisiana to fight a school segregation bat- 
tle that is lost from. the start. . 

Behaving as if John C. Calhoun had person- 
ally written the United States Constitution, 
Gov. Jimmie Davis raised the flag of “inter- 
position.” His Legislature rammed through 
28 school segregation bills. It put itself in 
control of the New Orleans school system. It 
voted to dismiss the New Orleans school su- 
perintendent.. It authorized use of deputy 
sergeants-at-arms to prevent Negroes from en- 
tering white schools. Finally, the state de 
clared a school holiday on Monday. 


Yet four Negro girls entered the first 
grades of two previously-white New Orleans 
schools, under the protection of federal mar- 
shals. The schools ignored legislative orders 
from state troops. After eight years of court 
delays, the New Orleans school board itself 
is determined to abide by federal court orders 
for integration. And while the people of New 
Orleans were hardly eager for integration, 
city leaders show little sympathy for interfer- 
ence by state officials generally elected by 
up-state votes. Those officials, and all 140 leg- 
islators, have been enjoined from interference. 


The struggle is not over. The State Admin- 
istration still intends to press an interposition 
suit testing the state’s constitutional powers 
as against those of the Federal Government. 
In the end this test will be decided as others 
have been, but meanwhile, we suspect, the 
people of Louisiana and New Orleans may 
well decide to defend their public school 
system. 

Virginia was the first state to resurrect the 
idea of interpostion, and to try school closings 
to prevent desegregation. The people of Nor- 
folk and other cities made it clear that they 
wanted their schools kept open. Just last 
week the people of Arkansas, who had experi- 
ence with state interference in the Little Rock 
schools, voted down Gov. Faubus’s plan to per- 
mit school closing as a last resort. In fact, 
they voted it down by 3 to 1. 

Responsible citizens will not pay the high 
price of closed schools ta@protect pernicious 
doctrines of white macy. The citizens 
of New Orleans nlikely to take a differ- 
ent attitude fraggjmose of Virginia or Arkan- 
sas—or anywhere else. 


Going Out Into the Deep 


As the nuclear submarine George Washing- 
ton with its 16 Polaris missiles goes on sea 
duty, a new naval era opens. A mobile mis- 
sile base that cannot be pinpointed by an 
enemy in the same manner that a land-based 
missile or plane can, the George Washington 
is closer to invulnerability than any other 
weapons system. 

The 16 hydrogen warheads carried in its 
128-foot midsection represent more explosive 
power than ail the bombs dropped in World 
War II. When the George Washington is joined 
next month by the Patrick Henry and in 1961 
by several more Polaris-firing submarines, 
the United States will have the beginning of 
an underwater fleet with a strike-back capa- 
bility sufficient to compensate for our present 
deficiency in land-based missiles. 

But Soviet Russia is reported to have a 
missile-firing nuclear submarine nearly oper- 
ational. So it is apparent that anti-submarine 
warfare will become increasingly important 
to both nations. It has been axiomatic for 
centuries that any new weapon is closely fol- 
lowed by a counter or defense. Until man- 
kind can find ways of establishing peace and 
good will, defense and offense are going to 
continue leapfrogging each other. 


A Medal for Gussie 


Since the French royal lily is a symbol of 
St. Lonis as well as of St. Louis University, it 
is appropriate that thé school has awarded 
its most important honor, the Fleur-de-Lis 
medal, to August A. Busch Jr., a benefactor 
of the school and the community. It is also 
appropriate that the university's new student 
center in the Mill Creek Valley area, which 
is to serve both the school and the community, 
is to be Known as the Busch Memorial Center 
in honor of Adolphus Busch, August A. Busch 
Sr. and Adolphus Busch IIT. 

Every city has {ts men of business who 
recognize their obligations to the community, 
Their names may he read on the lintels of li- 
braries, schools and hospitals. But few of 
them become so widely known as the man 
whom St. Louisans call Gussie. 

Gussie Busch is neither pretentious nor 
falsely modest. But he sets a fine example 
by being enthusiastic about almost everything 
in St. Louis from baseball and politics to edu- 
cation and urban redevelopment. The Busches 
always were Known on the South Side as good 
neighbors. They laid the tracks of the Manu- 
facturers’ Railroad across the MacArthur 
bridge when the Terminal’s boycott threat- 
ened to turn it into a white elephant, They 
saved a South Side bank Jest others suffer.

Don Robertson has utilized personal -

In his first novel; ‘‘The Three Days,” 
Robertson reviewed the battle of Get- 
tysburg. This new novel actually pre- 
ceeds the earlier one in time but forms 
part of a projected triology of which 
“Time. of War” will be the third unit. 

In “The Three Days,” Robertson's 
technique of alternating individual ep- 
isodes with battle orders and his own 


historical interpretation displayed a 


fresh impact, due in part to a dra- 
matic group of characters. In this 
second outing, the technique seems to 
wear poorly. Perhaps this is due to 
over-use, perhaps to a less striking 
cast, although at least three of the 
soldiers reappear, 


nobody will miss them. Photographs 
of Lincolin’s inaugural show them 
clearly in the background.

After 
that, for the sake of symmetry, the 
imposing new dome (307% feet above 
the esplanade) had to be undertaken.

The Kremlin uses and 
will continue to use the threat 
of Berlin action to force us into 
negotiations. ~ 

But the Kremlin is unlikely to 
risk total war by closing the 
Berlin vise. We must learn to 
live with this unpleasant fact 
while seeking to lessen, in other 
areas, the almost intolerable 
anxiety. 

Coinciding Interests. 

The treaty demilitarizing Ant- 
arctica showed it is possible to 
make valid agreements with 
Russia when the interests of 
Washington and Moscow run 
parallel. And there are other 
areas where national interests 
coincide despite conflicting ide- 
ologies. 

There is little sense in con- 
tinuing at this time to concen- 
trate on seeking settlements 
where there is no chance for 
agreement. But there is much 
sense in concentrating on the 
search for settlements where 
there is a chance for agreement. 

For, apart from the fact that 
this would remove tension from 
certains sectors, it would pro- 
duce the habit of fruitful nego- 
tiation. And if there is to be no 
war, there must be negotiation. 
We must distinguish where this 
can be fruitful.

This play by Paul Osborn, who 
is a good dramatist on his better 
days, not only has Suzie Wong 
as a Hong Kong prostitute, but 
one who loves her mother and 
her baby and is really pure at 
heart, even if she is every sail- 
or’s sweetheart.

NEW YORK, Nov. 14. 
MAURICE EVANS, with Dame 
Judith Anderson, will star in a 


oblivion entirely. One must keep 
working to stay alive. 

“I'm seriously considering pro- 
ducing a musical comedy so I 
thought the best way to learn 
how to do this was to be in a 
musical. It isn't completely for- 
eign to me, you know. My ene- 
mies have been saying for years 
that I sing my way through 
Shakespeare. They're not at all 
surprised that I seem at home 
in a musical.” 

Maurice Evans, 59 years old, 
dapper, well shaven, impeccably 
turned out in a green and white 
striped shirt, ‘dark green tie, gray 
trousers and a tweed jacket, al- 
ways seems at home wherever 
he is. 

He was very much at home, 
this midafternoon in late Novem- 
ber, sitting in the second floor 
living room of his town house in 
Greenwich Village. Nothing 
jarred. 

Against the background of 
handsome English antiques, a 
breakfront filled with books, a 
baby grand piano, a yellow bro- 
cade armchair drawn to the fire- 
place, Evans was an urbane, cos- 
mopolitan figure, world-traveled 


ing leaves on the lawn of his 
fieldstone country house in Con- 
necticut, serene, absorbed, the 
only sound in the air a flock of 
birds on their way south. If he 
had been part of the landscape, 
he couldn't have looked more at 
home. 

This chameleon quality may 
also account for the fact that 
Evans is an Englishman living 
contentedly in the United States, 
loving the luxuries of modern 
plumbing, central heat and an 
air-conditioned house. 

He was born in Dorset, Eng- 
land, of Welsh extraction. In ap- 
pearance a typical English 
country squire, he is an Ameri- 
can citizen who served in a spe- 
cial services entertainment unit 
of the United States Army during 
World War II. 


He came here in 1935, at the 
invitation of Guthrie McClintic, 
to play Romeo to Katherine 
Cornell’s Juliet and he has 
made his home here since. 


Evans defies placement and 
categories. Just as he is adapta- 


ble to many settings, he adapts 
himself to a variety of roles in 
the theater. ' 

A few years ago he starred 
very successfully on Broadway 
in “Dial M for Murder.” “It. was 
the first time he'd strayed from 
the classics, except in his Army 
career, where incidentally he 
first met and worked with George 
Schaefer. 

“IT expected to get murdered 
by the critics for going into a 
play so light and comparatively 
trivial,” he said. ‘‘Quite the op- 
posite, It was an excellent mys- 
tery, the best of its kind. It was 
enjoyed and accepted for this 
value.” 

Maurice Evans said he must 
be at work all the time. He can- 
not live happily without an ab- 
sorbing interest. 

“Of course I’m already tired of 
the Broadway show,” he said. 
“I get tired of any show in about 
two weeks, but I’m tied to this 
for a year, six nights a week, so 
I'll have to find myself some 
thing exciting to do by day. 
That’s why I want to produce a 
musical. It will break the monot- 
ony. I produced “Teahouse of the 
August Moon,’ while I was play- 
ing in “Dial M.’”’

Jewish Underground Hunted Him After World War II, Wife Said He Was Dead

had made their way to Pales- 
tine. Each arriving refugee was 
interviewed by a special section 
of the Haganah—the illegal re- 
sistance movement—headed by 
Gideon Raphael, who today is 
assistant director of the Min- 
istry of Foreign Affairs. Acain 
and again the name of Adolf 
Eichmann was mentioned. 
Stories were checked and then 
rechecked, and gradually the 
whole horrible picture of what 
was happening in the concentra- 
tion camps became clear. 
Finally Raphael had the names 
of 500 Nazis who, he felt, could 
properly be classified as war 
criminals. High on this list was 
the name of Adolf Eichmann. 

Shortly after the war ended, 
Raphael went to London, where 
the newly born United Nations 
had established a committee to 
investigate war crimes. With 
him he had hundreds of affi- 
davits from the men and women 
he had interviewed in Haifa. 
These were the evidence that 
was later used at the Nurenberg 
trials. 

Eventually many of the listed 
war criminals who were still 
alive were captured. Some were 
executed, others were impris- 
oned, but Adolf Eichmann had 
apparently vanished into thin air. 
Several groups working indepen- 
dently began the search. 

Many times “Adolf Eichmann’ 
was captured, but always the 
suspects had to be released after 
interrogation. Eichmann was & 
shadowy figure, almost without 
substance. None of the hunters 
even had so much as a photo- 
graph of him. 

Eventually Arthur Pier, now 
called Asher Ben-Nathan, one of 
the leading figures in the 
Haganah underground move- 
ment, went to Vienna to head 
Haganah intelligence and to 
organize the transfer of refugees 
into Palestine. He was known 
by the code name “Arthur” 
(today he is director general of 
the Israeli Ministry of Defense). 

With evidence assembled in 
Haifa by refugees and with addi- 
tional evidence he turned up in 
Vienna, Arthur was able to hand 
over to American intelligence in- 
criminating evidence against 600 
Nazi war criminals. 

In April 1946, Arthur sum- 
moned a young man named 
Tadek Tuvia Friedman to 
Haganah headquarters in 
Vienna. 

Arthur, tall, blond, and broad- 
shouldered, received Friedman 
in his office. He opened the con- 
versation by saying, ‘‘My name 
is Arthur. You probably knov 
what I am doing here.” 

“Tilegal immigration,” Fried- 
man said. 

Arthur nodded. “Right, but I 
have an additional duty. Some- 
thing special. I am trying to 
track down Nazi war criminals. 
Friedman, I want you to know 
that much has already been 
done in this field.” Arthur pro- 
duced a small green-covered 
book and handed it to Friedman. 
**Look at this,” he said. “Maybe 
you'll find some familiar faces 
and names there.” 

Friedman looked over the list 
and found quite a few names he 
knew well. More than a dozen 
of them had come from his 
Polish home town, Radom. 
While he was. going over the 
names Arthur suddenly asked 
him, “Tell me, does the name 
Eichmann mean anything to

through our fingers at the end 
of the war, and to this day no 
one can say where Adolf 
Eichmann iz hiding. 

“Hitler is dead,” Arthur con- 
tinued. “Himmler committed 
suicide. Kaltenbrunner is facing 
trial and is certain to be hanged, 
and Heydrich was liquidated by 
the Czechs. This leaves three 
leaders of the Nazi hierarchy at 
large; Heinrich Mueller, chief of 
the Gestapo; Martin Bormann, 
Hitler’s deputy; and the cruelest 
of them all, Adolf Eichmann. 
Remember that name — Adolf 
Eichmann!” 

Friedman listened attentively, 
then asked, ‘‘But what is all this 
to me?” 

The Haganah chief picked up 
the green book again. “This 
contains the names of 500 wanted 
Nazis. Our aim is to erase as 
many names as possible from 
this book. Above all I ‘want 
Eichmann’s name erased from 
it. Do you understand?” Fried- 
man understood. 

For Friedman this was more 
than just another routine intelli- 
gence job; it was a personal 
mission of revenge and the pay- 
ment of an unsettled account. 
In 1939, when he was 16, Ger- 
many invaded Poland. He was 
picked up in his home town of 
Radom and spent the next five 
years in concentration camps, 
forced-labor stockades, and pris- 
on cells. He had seen his fam- 
ily cruelly battered to death 
with Nazi rifle butts. He was 
saved temporarily only because 
he was young and strong enough 
to work. 

Finally, just before his turn 
to enter the gas chambers 
came, he made a daring es- 
cape through the electrified 
barbed-wire fences and fled 
into the woods, where he final- 
ly joined a band of Polish guer- 
rillas. His complete fearless- 
ness made him the leader of 
the group. He and his Par- 
tisans took frightening risks 
in committing sabotage, in de- 
stroying German detachments, 
in carrying out swift, merciless 
raids, and in helping inmates 
of concentration camps to es- 
cape. 

When Poland was freed he 
joined the regular Polish army 
and later was made a member 
of the Polish security police. His 
job was to find and capture ev- 
ery Nazi who had taken part in 
the liquidation of the Jews. 

“You will work with a team of 
five on Operation Eichmann,” 
Arthur explained. ‘Margoulis, 
Max Levinski, and one of them 
I think you know—Henrik Dia- 
mant, known as ‘Manos.’” 
Friedman’s eyes lit up. He knew 
all about Manos. Before the war 
Manos had been active in the 
Zionist Youth Movement in his 
native Poland, and when the 
Germans entered his country he 
went underground in the ghetto 
of Sosnowiec. Eventually he es- 
caped to Vienna to become ac- 
tive in rescue operations of Jew- 
ish refugees. Later he went to 
Budapest, where he continued his 
activity in organizing Zionist 
underground groups to fight the 
Nazis and to transfer thousands 
of Jews from Hungary to Ro- 
mania. The Germans finally 
caught up with him and put him 
on a train loaded for the Ausch- 
witz gas chambers. He managed 
to leap from the moving train 
but was recaptured and sent on 
to Auschwitz; but before the 
Germans had a chance to liqui- 
date him the advancing Red 
army liberated the concentra- 
tion camp. Like Friedman, Man-

Some tim after Eichmann’s 
capture, Friedman recalled his 
first meeting with Arthur. “‘That 
meeting changed the course of 
my whole life. From that time 
on, I was obsessed with the 
thought of tracking down Eich- 
mann. I thought about him by 
day and dreamed about him at 
night. For 15 years I gathered 
every note and every document 
and every bit of testimony and 
every affidavit in which the 
name Eichmann was mentioned. 
I got to know him well, his 
faults and his caprices. I knew 
the fillings in his teeth, the 


broken collarbone, the fractured 
skull. If he were disguised as a 
Bedouin sheik, I felt I would be 
able to recognize him." 

During that time the Ameri- 
can counter-intelligence corps 
was active in Eichmann's pur- 
suit. An officer of his agency 
invited Frau Eichmann to Alt 
Aussee for an “interview.” She 
lived in nearby Bad Aussee un- 
der her maiden name of Ver- 
onika Liebel with her sons 
Klaus, Horst, and Dieter at the 
guesthouse ‘“‘Sweewis.” One of 
her neighbors was Frau Kalten- 
brunner, who was a close friend 
of hers and whose husband the 
Allies caught on May 6 and were 
then trying. By now Frau Eich- 
mann was a small stocky 


woman, looking bitter and 
neglected. 

“Where is your husband?” 
asked the American major. 

“He is dead,” said Veronika 
Eichmann. “The last news I 
had from him was in April from 
Prague. Some of his comrades 
told me later that he fell in 
battle."” She almost broke down. 

During the next few weeks 
Frau Eichmann was summon- 
ed to the CIC more than 12 
times. She remained firm in 
her answers. 

“He is dead,” she stated and 
kept on stating. “I have no pi 
ture of him, no Secunia 
whatsoever—nothing.”’ 

But it was not long before 


other sources sent in their own 
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weeks. He told his interrogators, 
“I eaw Eichmann on May 5, 
1945, in Bad Aussee. He told me 
then that he was willing to 
commit suicide. He said, ‘I will 
end it in time, I and my family,’ 
but he was too much of a 
coward. He is still alive!” 

Von Wisliczeny literally knelt 
down and begged, “Give me a 
chance, and I will bring him to 
you. Every day that passes by 
is erasing the tracks of Ejch- 
mann. I swear that every word 
I said is true and I promise you 
to co-operate with full trust- 
worthiness without expecting any 
reward,” 

The Americans delivered Von 
Wisliczeny to the Czech authori- 
ties, who tried him and con- 
demned him to death.
